Kansas may abo!l- 
ish its orphan homes and industria) 
schoolg except for the children ac- 
tually without parents, and it is pro- 
posed that itn their places the State 
pay the mothers to take care of their 
own children. The State board of 
control, the governing body of eleven 
State charitable institutions, has been 
making a study of the orphan homes 
and industrial schools of Kansas and 
other States and the board is now 
ready to present a definite proposition 
for the use of these institutions for 
other purposes. 

“It has been belleved by nearly 
every one interested in social welfare 
that the thing to do with the children 
of indigent parents was to out them 
in a State home,” said H. C. Bowman, 
chairman of the board of d@ontrol. 
“There are a few bad boys and giris 
that have to be taken care of, but 
the majority of the boys and girls 
who become delinquent, incorrigible 
and later develoh into criminals are 
the victime of environment. They 
have poor homes. 


WANT SYSTEM CHANGED. 


"We have been taking boys and 
girls away from their homes and sub- 
jecting them to the discipline of in- 
dustrial schools or orphan homes of 
the State and making real men and 
women out of them. But we have 
been experimenting and investigating 
and the beard believes this Is the 
wrong tystem. The proper place for 


training is in the home and the 
proper disciplinarian 1s the 
mother. The State is inter- 


ested in every boy and girl and the 
State must see that they are properly 
brought up. This board is going to 
the next Kansas legislature with the 
facts and figures to show that it will 
be cheaper for the State and better for 
the children to change the system. To 
maintain the orphan homes and in- 
dustrial schools the State now owns, 
cests $5 a week for each child. That, 
of course, includes interest on the 
State's property investment. The act- 
val maintenance expense is not quite 
so hich, say about $5 a week. ~ 

“We propose thdt instead of a 
child being taken away from its moth- 
er and sent to a State institution, that 
the State pay the mother for taking 
eare of the child. 

FAVORS REAL HOMES. 

“We want a juvenile officer in each 
county to look after the delinquent 
children. If the mother is really 
capable to take charge of a child and 
can give it the attention needed, to 
make a good citizen, then she is to 
be paid a sufficient amount each week 
to maintain those children so that 
she will not have to work hard and 
spend much of her time away from 
them. During school days the moth- 
er ought to be at home when the 
children are there to direct their play 
and look after their studies and dis- 
cipline, instead of bending over a 
wash tub or sewing machine or being 
behind a counter. 

“The probation officer ts also to be 
required to hunt up home employment 
for her. If the Juvenile Court should 
find that the mother is not the proper 
person to have charge of the clyid, 
then we propose to send it to a real 
home somewhere in the State, not a 
State institution, but an actual home, 
where the child can have the best of 
care end discipline, and the State 
will pay the cost. 

“Our plans are being worked out In 
detail now, and in a short time we 
will begin an educational campaign 
throughout the State to get the peo- 
ple thoroughly acquainted with this 
problem and its solution before the 
next legislature meets."’

Million-Dollar Structure Is 
Well Under Way. 


Impressive Ceremonies on the 
Institute's F owndation. 


Has Small Beginning in Class 
of Boys and Girls. 


The cornef-stone of the Los An- 
geles Bible Inetitute was laid at 4 
o'clock yesterday afternoon with ap- 
propriate ceremonies in the 
of a large crowd of friends. The 
magnificent structure is being erected 
at Sixth and Hope streets and when 
completed will mnt an outlay 
of about $900,000. The two tall por- 
tions of the building will be thirteen 
stories high, and between them a 
great auditorium, with a seating ca- 
pacity $f 4500. The corner-stone, 
which was placed yesterday, is at the 
main entrance to this auditorium. 

The ceremonies were directed by 
Rev. T. C. Horton, tendent of 
the Bible Institute; ‘the invocation 
was by Dr. J. H. Hunter, a member 
of the faculty; scripture readiag by 
Giles Kellogg, a director. 

Rev. BE. P. Ryland, of 
the Church Federation, delivered an 
address in which he expressed for all 
churches congratulations upon the 
fact that the city is to have an insti- 


tution founded upon a belief in the/. 


entire truth of the Bible. 

Superintendent Horton placed the 
following articles in the copper box, 
which «after being soldered to make 
it airtigh.. was placed in the stone: 
all the newspapers of the city dated 
May 31: copies of The King’s Busi- 
ness, the institute publication; state- 
ment of doctrine, circulars and cata- 
logue of the institute; list of officers, 
directors, workers, and students; 
names of architects, builder end as- 
sistants; copy of “What the Bible 
Teaches,” and a copy of the Schofield 
Reference Bible. 

Lyman Stewart, president of the, 
institute, after delivering an address,” 
placed the box in the niche prepared 
for it, with a trowel placed mortar 
under the huge stone which was then 
lowered into place by the block and 
tackle which held it.

PASADENA, June 1.-—Since the 
millionaires of Oak Knoll organized 
the Oak Knoll Improvement Associa- 
tion and grappled with some of the 
difficulties that beset them troubles

FOR PETROLEUM. 


Doheny Acquires Acreage for 
Oil Development. 
Means Expenditure of Many 
Thousands of Dollars. 


Engineers Prepare for Cut- 
ting Down Timms’ Point. 


SAN PEDRO, May 31.—While ne 
one connected with the deal will talk 
about it there is rumor in circulation 
that behind the sale of the big 19,000- 
acre Palo Verdes ranch to E. L. Do- 
heney, the millionaire ofl man of Los 
Angeles, were the oll indications of 
the ranch. If thig be true San Pedro 
may see oll rigs instead of concrete 
mixers begin the pioneer work of 
development and well drillers and not 
real estate agents and sidewalk and 
curb makers. 
Indications of asphaitum and oll 
around San Pedro have been general- 
ly seen by the old timers here for 
years. On the Palos Verdes ranch 
there are half a dosen outcroppings 
of oil shale and asphaltum scattered 
on all sides of the big hill back of 
town. Even in the outer harbor oll 
shale encountered in dredging oper- 
ations has indicated off and 4as- 
phaltum.

on the Dodsonm-ranch after the dis- 
covery of oil indications, while toring 
for water in the south part of town. 
Failing to secure an of) lease, how- 
ever, the promoters dro the work. 
About two years ago the Bixbys put 
down test wells on the ranch near 
Redondo Beach without success, but 
did not go deep.

If it is true that.he bought the 
ranch with the intention of pros- 
pecting for ol] it will mot be sur- 
prising to see more money spent for 
oll rigs and drilling within a short 
time than subdivision psxpenditures 
would amount to in years. If the old 
theory that the big hill back of San 
Pedro is the center -of ofl deposits at 
great @lepth the development inci- 
dent to the production would mean 
a thousand times more to San Pedro 
than the mere subdivision of the 
ranch as real estate idings.

SUNDAY BEER SALOON 
LICENSES SUSPENDED. 


OR FIVE full days beginning this 

morning no liquors may be gold at 

the places of Frank E. Zucca 
and John Vergano, Nos. 406 and 423 
North Los Angeles street, respective- 
ly. This is a punishment inflicted 
by the Police Commission yesterday 
on these two restaurant keepers for 
having sold beer without meals. 

The charges against Zucca and 
Vergano, who were operating plain 
Sunday saloons, were filed with the 
Police Commission after The Times 
printed the facts two weeks ago re- 
garding conditions there. The hear- 
ing of evidence was abruptly stopped 
on the day of the Long Beach disas- 
ter that the Mayor might go to ren- 
der help in this emergency. The final 
testimony was introduced yesterday 
morning. 

It was admitted that the cases of 
Vergano and Zucca were similar in 
all respects, and accoriing to'Zucca's 
own statements, large numbers of 
men visited his place on Sunday and 
were served lunch which they did not 
touch, merely to get beer. 

“It has been shown that lunch wee 
brought without any request for a 
@eal for the customers, and that 
after the lunch was served they could 
have as much liquor as they wanted,”

| pecially in the Place, a res- 
taurant is run ply as a subterfuge 
for a Sunday drinking-place. The 
proceeding is simply one to provide 
for liquor selling. I believe a sus- 
pension of the permits would be a 
good lesson for these inen and also « 
warning to other restaurant men that 
they must strictly obey the law.” 

After a genera] discussion, Commis- 
sioner Akey moved for a suspension of 
the two permits for five days. Mc- 
Dill wanted a ten-day suspension, but 
finally agreed to the first proposition, 
and the commission #0 voted unani- 
mously. 

Afterward the commission  dis- 
cussed the need of changes in the res- 
taurant liquor laws. ‘he Mayor and 
Commissioner McDill expressed them- 
selves in favor of restricting the serv- 
ing of liquor with meals to definite 
hours, especially on Sundays. 

“I believe that such a rule would 
stop at least one-half of the drunk- 
enness at restaurants on Sundays,” 
dGeciared the Mayor. “My experience 
of over four years on the Police 
Commission has convinced me that 
one liquor-selling restaurant is worse 
than three saloons for making drunks. 
I think the Juvenile Court judge and 
the probation officer will tell you 
that many of their cases originated in 
the liquor-selling restaurants.”

ASHINGTON, May %24-—The 
Rhode Island plantations as the 
small State still figures in its 
official documents, has always lent to 


society in Washington the glamour 


which necessarily clings to all that 
environs Newport. its Senators and 
members of Congress have invariably 
figured conspicuously in the smart set, 
and they proved powers in the more 
important sphere of national legisia- 
tien. The Aldrichs made their im- 
pression on thelr day and genera- 
tion and they will be lamented for 
many months to come. Senator and 
Mrs. Wetmore had a much more lim- 
ited circle of influence, but they were 
typical New England hosts, always 
dignified, serious and entirely tactful 
in their activities. Senator Lippitt 
and his charming young daughter, 
Miss Frances Lippitt, have added to 
the splendor of Rhode Island's rec- 
ord as national hosts. Their home is 
palatial, their amenities limited only 
by the period of their residence in 
Washington and their courtesy and 
punctuous regard of the smallest ob- 
Soeseee, one of thelr most attractive 
traits. 


Senator and Mra. Colt came to 
Washington with the convening of the 
extra session of the new Congress. 
Few offer so many entertaining view- 
points for study and none combine «o 
many important attributes. of great- 
ness. Mrs. Colt is the pleasant, well- 
poised hostess which one naturally 
expects from such a combination of 
good things from the’ fairy god- 
mother. To state that the new solon 
from Rhode Island is as well dowered 
with this world’s goods aes men from 
his section who reach the Senate 
usually are, is to what 
known to all. But he has been in 
the main the architect of his own for- 
tune and he carved it from the legal 
profession and not in the usual 
of New Englanders, the industrial and 
textile arts.

Her father, Guy Carleton Ledyard, 
was a native of New York State and 
his family took out a land patent near 
Newburgh-on-the-Hudson in the 
middie of the eighteenth century. In 
the old country the Ledyards were of 
the gentry of Sussex and several fig- 
ure as knights In the stirring tales of 
Sir Walter Scott. William Ledyard, 
the grandfather of Mra. Colt, five 
times removed, Was a 


gallant commander in whose honor 
the Groton monument at Groton, 
Mass., was erected, and it was in de- 
fense of Ft. Trumbull and Ft. Gris- 
wold that he gave his life for his 
country. These forts overlooked all 
the couptry thereabout and when a 
British garrison of nearly a thousand 
bore down on Ft. Trumbull, young 
Ledyard hastily collected all the men 
who could bear arms and made a 
gallant defense. He was outnum- 
bered and deliberately slain by a Tory 
officer, one Maj. John Bronfield. Led- 
yard’s sword was rgcovered and his 
uniform with the coat showtng the 
place where the British sword pene- 
trated, is among the proudest posses- 
sions of the Connecticut Historica)

A convenient way, however, to reach 
Montebello from Los Angeles is by 
taking the East Seventh stroet car) 
in the city, marked “Cemeteries” and 
“Btephenson Avenue,” and riding to 
the end of the line.

SCHOOLING. 

One of the handsomest lindmarks 
4s well as an advertisement for Mon- 
tebello is the $406,000 High School 
building of the town, which is located 
on the main county road close to the 
central business section. Its artistic 
mission outline’is elaborately embel- 
lished with a foreground of sweeping 
clover lawns and ornamental shrub- 
bery. In point of design this building 
is a model of mission architecture. 

The curriculum of studies tncludes 
manual training, domestic science, 
typewriting, stenography, chemistry, 
physics, agriculture, applied art and 
all the mic studies cus- 
tomarily taught im the State high 
schools. Sr 

The town is fortunate In having & 

rincipal who is very enthusiastic in 
his work and whose prime object is 
to cultivate enterprise and originality 
among his students. His influence in 
this direction is not a common force, 
but a telling power. .The evidence 
comes out In the products of the stu- 


dents. 

Finding that the actylene gas man- 
ufactured by the school plant for il- 
luminating the building did not have 
a hot enough flame to make chem- 
istry experiments, one of the girls 
Gesigned anh apparatus for manu- 
facturing gas from gasoline which 
would give a hotter fame. Her de- 
sign was then elaborated upon by one 
of the boys and the original gas-gen- 
erating system is now installed in 
the chemistry laboratory. 

Another boy has designed a most 
ingenious method of elevating water 
from a flowing creek or ditch by its 
own power. Some of the art students 
have done creditable clay modeling 
and bust work. The scenery for the 
annual play, given by the senior class 
this year, was designed, painted and 
bullt by boys of the art and manual) 
training classes. 

These are all accomplishments not 
generally developed in a high school 

There are five teachers on the tin- 
struction staff and an enrgliment of 
seventy-five students. 

There are two grammar schools in 
the district. The general course of 
studies, as provided by the State 
Board of Education, is taught by a 
corp of competent teachers. There 
are about 359 pupils enrolled in the 
grammar schools. 

The Thursday Afternoon Club 
Montebello is a literary, social and 
civic organization of forty of the ac- 
tive ladies of the community. Ther 
hold bi-monthly meetings and lend 
thelr ald te” many philanthropic 
causes. There are three churches 
in Montebello, the Methodist, Friends 
and Catholic. The Independent Order 
of Odd@ Fellows has constructed «a 
brick bullding in the town. The order 
of Benedictine Fathers of the Cath- 
olic Church has established a mon- 
astery on forty acres of ground, north 
west of Montebello. They have 
erected a beautiful mission building 
on the site and are intensively culti- 
vating various kinds eof fruits and 
berries. 


BUSINESS GROWTH. 

The Montebello State Bank is the 
best barométer of the local business 
conditions. This bank was organised 
August 19, 1912, with an authorized 
capitalization of $100,000. It now hag 
deposits of $65,000 and loans, ovt- 
standing, of $60,000. The institution 
owns its own brick building valued,

000. It has 260 accounts with people 
living in the district and its resources 
aggregate $88,000.

Yuba Consolidated Builds a 
Giant Dredge.

FOREST CITY (Gal) May 30.—The 
South Fork Mining Company has re- 
sumed work on the long cross-cut 
adit designed to intersect the con- 
tinuation of the Bald Mountain grave! 
channel. A new type of power drill 
operated jointly by electricity and 
compressed air, has been installed in 
the breast of the adit and rapid prog+ 
ress in driving is expected to be made. 
Search for the channel has been 
under way for years, and several times 
it was thought the objective had been 
gained, but in each case the deposit 
proved of limited character. The adit 
is in about a mile, and will be extend- 
ed 300 feet further before an upraise 
is driven. 
North of the South Fork group sev- 
eral companies have extracted mil- 
lions in gold from this channel, and 
the South Fork management is con- 
fident of eventual! success. The com- 
pany is concentrating attention on the 
south extension of the channel. 

Managing Director Weeks recently 
arrived from Los Angeles to outline 
future developments, and it has been 
decided to center all work on the 
gravel channel for the present. Ex- 
cellent ledges of gold-bearing quartz 
have been opened at several points. 
but their development will be held 
in abeyance pending the consumma- 
tion of gravel prospecting. Later it 
is intended vigorously to develop the 
quartz resources. 

In eddiiton to the new power drill 
other improvements have been made 
at the mine, and work will be busily 
conducted during the dry season. The 
cpmpany is composed of Los Angeles 
people.

SEARCHLIGHT (Nev.) May 28.—

TS MAN’S LIBERTY. 


ILLUMINATING DECISION BY THE 
CONNECTICUT COURT. 


Holds That the General Control by 
a Union of an Industry Through 


News Letter:] A unani- 
mous decision recently rendered by 
the Supreme Court of Errors of the 
State of Connecticut, in the case of 
Connors against Connelly, bears di-

You know what happens when 
are the servant of a corporation. fou 
have in no ce access to the men 
who are really rmining the policy 
of the corporation. If the on 
is Going the things it ought not to do, 
you really have no voice in the matter 
and must obey the orders, and you 
have with deep mortification to co- 
operate in the doing of things which 
you know are against the public in- 
terest. Your individuality is swal- 
lowed up in the individuality and pur- 
pose of a great organization. 

It is true that, while most men are 
thus submerged in the corporation, a 
few, a very few, are exalted te power 
which as individuals they could never 
have elded. Through the great or- 
gan of which they are the 
heads, a few are enabled to play «a 
part unprecédented by anything in his- 
tory in the control of the business op- 
erations of the country and in the de- 
termination of the happiness of great 
numbers of people. " 

Yesterday, and ever since history 
began, men were related to one an- 
other as individuals. To be sure there 
were the family, the church and the 
State, institutions which associated 
men in certain limited circles of rela- 
tionships. But in the ordinary con- 
cerns of life, in the ordinary work, 
in the dally round, men dealt freely 
and directly with one another. To- 
day, the everyday relationships of men 
are largely with great impersonal con- 
cerns, with organizations, not with 
other individual men. 

Now this is nothing short of a new 


social age, a new era of human rela-. 


tionships, a new stage setting for the 
drama of life. 

In this new age we find, for in- 
stance, that our laws with regard to 
the’ relations of employer and em- 
ployee are in many respects wholly 


antiquated and impossible, They were 


framed for another age, which no- 


bedy now living remembers, which is, 


individual masters 
whom they know and with whom they 
have personal relations, but by agents 
of one sort or another. Wérkingmen 
are marshalled In great numbers for 
the performance of a multitude of 
particular tasks under common disci- 
pline. They generally use dangerous 
and powerful machinery, over whose 
repair and renewal they have no con- 
trol. New rules must be devised with 
regard to their obligations and their 
rights, their obligations to their em- 
ployers and their responsibilities to 
one another. New rules must be de- 
vised for their protection, for their 
compensation when injured, for their 
support when disabied. 

There is something very new and 
very big and very complex about 
these new relations of capital and la- 
bor. A new economic society has 
sprung up, and we must effect a new 
set of adjustments. We must not pit 
power against weakness. The em- 
ployer is generally, in our day, as I 
have said, not an individual, but « 
powerful group: and yet the work- 
ingman when dealing with his em- 
ployer is still, under our existing law, 
an individual 

Why is it that we have a iabor 
question at all? It is for the simple 
and very sufficient reason that the la- 
boring man and the employer are 
not intimate associates now, as they 
used to be in time past. Most of our 
laws were formed in the age when 
employer and employees knew each 
other, knew each other's 
were associates with each other, dealt 
with each other as man with man. 
That is no longer the case. You not 
only do not come into personal con- 
tact with the men having the supreme 
command in those corporations, but 
it would be out of the question for 
you to do fit. Our modern ons 
employ thousands, and in some in- 
stances, hundreds of thousands, of 
men. The only persons whom you 
see or deal with are local superintend- 
ents or local representatives of a 
vast organization, which is not like

The contract for hauling supplies to the 
new post was awarded To Don David Alex- 
ander and his partner, Gen. Phineas Ban- 
ning. The latter electrified the community 
by announcing his intention of hauling the 
supplies in wagons from Los Angeies over 
the mule trail, and his further intention of 
putting on a six-horse passenger stage to 
run over the Mexican pack trail to Stockton. 

The whole country declared the project 
to be madness, and no driver could be found 
willing to attempt the feat of driving a six- 
horse stage over a movntain mule trail. 
Gen. Banning then declared that he would 
drive the first stage himself. 

In his “Reminiscences of a Ranger,” Maj. 
Horace tell has the following amusing ac- 
count of that first stage ride: 

“In December, Gen. Banning sat on the 
box of his Concord stage, to which were har 


nessed half a dozen well-fed, panting, foam- 
ing mustangs. He had succeeded in reach- 
ing the summit of the San Fernando and 
the question among his wondering passen- 
gers who had toiled up the mountain on 
foot was how that stage could ever descend, 
all declaring it an act of madness to at- 
tempt it. Banning laughingly assured them 
it was all right: that a man who couldn't 
drive a stage safely down that hill was no 
driver at all, and should confine himself to 
driving ox teams in the valley. 

“Now he cracks his whip, tightens his 
lines, whistles to his tingling mustangs and 


a moment they are going down, down, down 
—rackety, clatter, bang! Sometimes the 
horses are ahead of the stage; sometimes 
the stage is ahead of the horses. All, how- 
ever, going down with a crash. Finally, a 
conglomeration of chains, harness, coach, 
mustangs and Banning were fornd by the 
pursuing passengers—an intricable mass of 
confusions, contusions and bruises, forming 
a general smash-up in a thicket of chap 
arral at the foot of the mountain. 

“Didn't I tell you I could drive over this 
road?” said Banning triumphantly. “A 
beautiful descent and less difficult than I 
anticipated. Gentlemen, you see my judg- 
ment was good.” 


This was the first vehicle to pass over 
the famous highway that is to be perpet- 
uated as one of the State’s great boulevards. 
The road was soon afterward fixed up, and 
the Alexander and Banning stage continued 
to make regular trips. Gen, Banning put 
on big ten-mule teams that carried sup- 
plies to the fort from Los Angeles as long 
as the soldiers were there. 

In one of the publications of the South- 
ern California Historical Society, Dr. Ed- 
aar tells of the first night spent at the 
new military post. 

The Tejon Pass was thickly grown with 
oaks and the acorns brought large numbers 
o: bears. Around his tent, under a big 
oak tree. Dr. Edgar counted the skulls of 
ten big bears. He states that the tree un- 
der which the soldiers had pitched his tent 
bore this inscription: 

“I, John Beck, was killed here by a bear, 
Oct. 17, 1837" 

This may have been a lapse of memory 
for the tree was probably that under which 
Peter Le Bec was buried. Le Bec is sup- 
posed to have been the first white man 
ever to see Tejon Pass. He was one of a 
party of Canadian trappers who came 
through there after bear skins. Becoming 
separated during the chase from the rest

of his party, he shot a large grizzly. Sup 
posing the animai to be dead, he started to 
skin it, when the bear recovered conscious- 
ness and killed him. | 

Mr. Lopez tells me that, when he was a

Later he was one of the organizers 
of the Sierras Power Company and of the 
Mentone Power Company. These were the 
three great corporations which pioneered the 
way for electric development throughout 
the whole Southwest. They were in due 
time amalgamated into one company named 
the Pacific Light and Power Company, | 
which absorbed also the San Bernardino 
Gas and Electric Company, the Riverside 
Power Company, and the San Antonio 
Heights Railroad Company. 

Mr. Balch is associated in these under- 
takings with Mr. Huntington and Mr. Kerck- 
hoff. They purchased the City Gas Company 
and reorganized it as the Southern Cali- 
fornia Gas Companys On account of his 
thorough electrical education, his large and 
varied experience and proved executive 
ability, A. C. Balch was selected as general 
manager of the combined organizations. 

In 1902, with his associates, he bought 
the San Joaquin Light and Power Company, 
and established the executive offices in Los 
Angeles. Then the power and lighting fa- 
cilities of Bakersfield and Merced were 
added. 

Mr. Balch is interested in the Coalinga 
Water and Electric Company, the Fresno 
Irrigated Farms Company, Summit Lake Im- 
provement Company and the Lerdo Land 
Company, and is a stockholder in many 
similar companies. He is a member of the 
California, Los Angeles Country and Crags

Away up at Weaverville, in Trinity county, 
“far from the madding crowd's ignobie 
strife,” indeed far away from the old stage 
road to Oregon, in the early '60’s were born 
two boys to one household who are well 
known in Los Avzeles today. Charles Clark 
Loomis was born November 14, 1860, and 
hie brother, Harry Loomis, October 23, 
i862. Their father had come form New 
York and their mother from Virginia. The 
father came by ox-team in 1849 and went 
into the mining business, finally winding up 
at Weaverville in Trinity county, where he 
married and his two sons were born. They 
were educated at the Tehama public schools 
In due time they wandered to San Diego 
and went into the hotel business. This wa, 
in 1881, and they kept the Horton House 
until 1886. The brothers came to Los An 
geles in 1899 and took charge of tiie Va» 
Nuys Broadway, and then went to the An. 
gelus in 1904, where they have remained 
ever since.

EXICO CITY.—Many of the plans 
which were originated by President 
Madero have been adopted by his suc 
cessor. This is especially so as to the new 
movements for building up Mexico. The 
Department of Public Works and that of 
Agriculture are being carried on along the 
same lines, and the gradual subdivision of 
the lands and the giving them back to the 
people has been put forth as one of the 
policies of the Huerta administration. 

A short time before Presidert Madero 
was killed I called at the Department of 
Public Works and hada long talk with 
Senor Rafael Hernandez, who was then a 
member of the Cabinet. He is a relative, 
by marriage, of the Madero family, is a 
man of great ability and has had largely to 
do with the origination of the movements 
here as to the public and other lands. 
When I called upon him he was making 
plans for the reclamation of lands which

“Mexico has awarded tens of millions of 
acres of excellent land to outsiders at a 
few cents per acre. We have given conces- 
sions to companies and private parties to 
survey our public lands and to look into the 
rights of the squatters. In some cases the 
reward for this trouble has been. one-third 
of the waste lands. This work has ex- 
tended over a number of States, and in con- 
nection with it, the title to millions of acres 
has passed from the government. As a 
consideration for surveying 9%,0)v,000 acres 
in Lower California, one American com- 
pany got the title to 3,000,000 acres and it 
had also the right to buy the remaining 
6,000,000 acres at a cost of about 2 cents 
gold per acre, payable on time without in- 
terest. That company now owns some- 
thing like 4,000,000 acres, which is fitted for 
colonization. Its lands are some of the 
best in Mexico. They are already worth a 
vast sum, and their value will be increased 
by the completion of the Panama Canal, 
after which the lands will probably be colo- 
nized. 

“Other concessions of great value have 
been granted in other localities,” Mr. Her- 
nandez continued, “and so much of our 
best lands have been lost. What we are 
doing, however, is to go over the conces- 
sions and see whether the concessionaires 
have complied with the terms upon which 


60,000,000 acres, or consiaerably more 
than two States the size of New York or 
Pennsylvania.” 

“But that must relate only to the lands 
forfeited by companies which have not car- 
ried out their part of the bargain?” 

“Yes,” replied Senor Hernandez. “It is 
only where the companies have not carried 
out their contracts. Where they have com- 
plied with the laws and regulations their 
property is as safe as it could be anywhere 
in the world, and we would not have it 
otherwise. We are ready to stand by our 
contracts, although they may have been 
bad ones at the time they were made.” 


Millions in Chewing Gum. 


“How about other 
lands?" 

“Many concessions have been granted 
for almost nothing covering property which 
ought to give a great revenue to the govern- 
ment,” Senor Hernandez said. “Take, for 
instance, chicle, the chewing gum which is 
now working the jaws of millions of United 
States citizens. That comes from here. It 
oozes out of a tree found in our public for- 
ests, and is gathered, based upon a tax 
asseesed on a value of the gum at 18 pesos, 
or $9, per ton. The actual value of the 
chicle at the seaports is at least $300 a ton, 
and when it is landed in New York it is 
worth at least $500 in gold, That conces-

“But does Mexico want American capi- 
tal?” 

“Yes,” replied the Secretary. “We are 
glad to have you people come to Mexico, 
and we think we can show you opportunt 
ties to make more money, perhaps, than in 
any place else on this continent. We want 
bona fide immigrants, and we want foreign 
capital to develop our mines, our farms and 
our industries. As it is now we have al- 
ready hundreds of millions of dollars’ worth 
of United States money invested here, and 
when conditions become a little more set- 
tled we have no doubt but that we shall 
have hundreds of millions more.

We have many new banana plan- 
tations, the output of which goes to the 
United States, but which will have a mar- 
ket in. Europe as well. Our. present pro- 
duction of bananas is about 150,000,000 
pounds. The State of Tabasco alone annu- 
ally sends to your country more than a 
million bunches. 

“And then there is our rubber,” con- 
tinued Senor Hernandez. “Heavy sums 
have been invested in that industry, and 
not always judiciously. We have some_for- 
ests of wild rubber trees which are p 
ing abundantly and also some good plan- 
tations, but a number of companies have 
been organized in the United States and in 
other foreign countries which seem to have 
had no other purpose in mind than to se- 
cure cash stock su!scriptions and to mis- 
appropriate them. These have done us 
great injury, and we hope there will be no 
more in the future. ; 

“Our. exports of india rubbe. rast year 
amounted to about 15,000,000 pounds, with 
a value of over $10,000 000, and we sold also 
guayule rubber to the amount of about — 
$6,000,000. We sold coffee during that time 
which brought in between $4,000,000 and | aie 
$5,000,000, and our exports of vegetable 
products were worth $45,000,000. In a idi- 
tion to this we are exporting fiber vlants 
which will bring us in this year about $30.- 
000,000 in gold.

We are told in the poem that Jackson and 
his men passed by Barbara's house and fired 
upon the flag that was in the attic (dormer) 
window. This, however, is an error. In 
the first place poor old Barbara could not 
get to the room in the attic, as she was too 
rheumatic at the time as I was informed 
by her nephew.) In the second place, on 
September 6 the Confeterate army camé in 
on the Harper's Ferry road passed 
down Patrick street, but when within a block 
of the house—a creek was between them 
and the house—they turned off at a point 


a block distant from the house. 
Therefore, with all due deference to the 
loyalty of Dame Barbara, that little silken 
flag was not observed by Stonewall Jack- 
son, as neither he nor his men passed the 
nouse on their entrance into Frederick 
City. On September 10, when Lee's army 
left the city, a portion of them passed 
Barbara's house, but Stonewall Jackson 
was not one of the number, as he rode 
around by the Presbyterian Church on Sec- 
ond street to call on the pastor and his 


the wife being the daughter of ex<Gov. 
McDowell of Virginia. It being early in 
the morning, Gen. Jackson dismounted, 
tied his horse to a tree in front of the 
church, and wrote the following note which 
he slipped under the door of the parson- 


age: 

“My Dear Classmate: Regret not being 
able to see you and Mrs. Ross, but could 
not expect to have that pleasure at so us 
seasonable an hour. T. J. JACKSON.” 

Near this church, on Bentz street. is an 
old mill, and from this mill is the short cut 
of which I spoke, known as Mill Alley. 
Gen. Jackson crossed the creek and took 
this cut to Patrick street, joining his men 
after they had passed Barbara's house 
nearly a block beyond—-sixty-three yards 
by actual measurement.

Being but five miles from the top of the 
Blue Ridge Mountains, we walked to the 
summit.

Thus it may be seen that the loyalty of 
the one, and the act and loyalty of the 
other were closely blended and, being vart- 
ously reported, the story grew and became 
somevat distorted and exaggerated.

School Gardens. 


TWENTY - FIVE THOUSAND 
PUPILS IN LOS ANGELES. 


OR years school gardening in Los An- 
geles has been carried along in a desul- 
tory sort of way, never reaching 


until late in the year 1912. Since that time 
this phase of school work has been pushed 
on an organized basis so that at present it 
ie accomplishing more and more each suc- 
ceeding month. 

In September of last year the agricultural 
department of the city schools was insti- 
tuted with C. F. Palmer as supervisor and 


four able teachers assigned as assistants. | 


The city was divided into four districts, 
Mrs. G. E. Larkey having the northwest, 
Miss Clair Healy the northeast, E. P. Terry 
the sovthwest, and E. C. Langlois the south- 
east. At present seventy-five schools and 
25,000 pupils are receiving more or less in- 
struction. Lack of suitable grounds is one 
of the most serious problems now confront- 
ing this department. About forty vacant 
lots are being used, nearly all of which are 
adjoining the school yards, though a few are 
several blocks distant. 

Aside from lack of area the quality of soils 
is a serious and perplexing subject. When 
it is known that nearly all plats used are 
really improved by hauling in street sweep- 
ings the seriousness of the matter becomes 
apparent.

and would not, for quite a consideration, | 


have a single load of it prt in the surface 
or working sol! of his own garden. In some 
cases teachers and pupils have tackled this 
problem under circumstances that might 
well appall the experienced soil worker. 
Land and fertilizers have been hauled or 
carried from home or near-Ddy premises, by 
the children, and soils rendered somewhat 
usable through much hard labor in prepa- 
ration. In the opinion of the writer such 
experiences and lessons are valuable, both 
to the teachers and to their charges. 

The writer has no desire to criticise the 
splendid work of the staff now handling 
this phase of school work but must give it 
as his opinion that the next greatest need 
is the connection with this department of 
someone who really know, how to garden. 
A considerable area, with good soll, is badly 
needed, this to be in charge of a first-class 
gardener who has had long years of prac- 
tical experience with a great variety of 
plants, soils, conditions, etc. Such a man 
could add much to the valve of the teaching 
by instructing the teachers and demon- 
strating by actual examples the practical 
and profitable side of plant growing. While 
the primary purpose of school gardens is 
to interest the child in plant life, crops, 
solls, care necessary, etc., such instruction 
may as well have an economic and commer- 
cial value and the children be taught the 
best methods of attaining the several ends 
sought. At present the supervisor repre 
sents the theoretical and seientific side and 
neither he nor assistants have had sufficient 
actual experience in growing things at their 
best, such as can be carried out only 
in firstclass private gardens for the 


growth of plants or their products 
(or both) for market. Given an as 
sistant of this sort the supervisor 


would have someone to lean upon in sup 
porting the practical side of the work and 
for demonstration of any and all new work 
he. wishes to institute. All the teachers 
stand in need of such information and in- 
struction ag a practical and experienced 
gardener could give them, even though he 
were a man of much less education from a 
school point of view. Such a man could be 
obtained at a very moderate salary and per- 
haps several would be tried before one en- 
tirely satisfactory be found. In the opinion 
of the writer our city school board could 
make no better investment for the good of 
all than procuring such a garden as herein 
hinted at, and the practical care-taker whose 
very necessary services are more freely dis- 
cussed.

Getting Rid of Alkali. 


UMEROUS inquiries have come to this 

department dealing strictly with the 
commercial end of horticulture or agricul- 
ture. Because of short notes on alkali, in 
the study of which the writer has special- 
ized, several have wished to know what 
crops, if any, may be grown that will ex- 


carted away with the land's products. 
This erroneous idea prevails to such an 
extent that the land owners should be set 
right. Such removals amount to so little 
as scarcely to merit consideration in con- 
nection with other and more important 


ers of all lands, alkaline or otherwise. No 
crops may be grown that in a dried state 
will carry away more than about five 
pounds of alkali to 1000 pounds of the gross. 
Surely this rate of getting rid of this both- 
ersome minerai will not appeal to any prac- 
tical man. Such a method of riddance is so 
far from consideration in working and crop- 
ping land that would profit far more by 
bringing alkali to the surface through over- 
irrigation and sweeping it up, when crystal- 
lized on the surface, means of a whisk 
broom and housewive’s dust-pan. The 
question of raising or lowering the alkali 
contents of land so as not to interfere with 
crops cannot be discussed here, for lack of 
space. Suffice to say there is but one way 
of getting rid of this mineral in sufficient 
quantity to permanently benefit land so 
treated, and that is by under-drainage of 
the soil.

{[Keepin= "> the summer egg crop is the 
tueme of Mr. Boyer's article ihis week. He 
points out the necessity of meeting the in- 
creased demand of pleasure resorts for 
«gas and cails attention to the better prices 
o«ainable in summer as compared with 
the spring market. 

Methods of overcoming the depressing 
effects of summer heat on the hen’s pro- 
d_ctiveness are described, as are also ques: | 
tions of feeding and the general care of the 
flock. 

The gist of his article is summarized in 
his advice to keep both a summer and win- 
terlaying fiock, fattening and killing the 
poultry off for the market after their laying 
secson is completed. 

The White Cornish depicted herewith 
by Mr. Graham is a strikingly attractive 
fowl that is rapidly regaining some of its 
lost popularity. Breeders are devoting 
considerable attention to this bird, which 
bad an interesting origin, but has passed 
through rather a devious career. In their 
best form they present a really striking 
frame and unusual features of physical de- 


velopment. 
T crop, just as there is in the midwinter 

product. Extreme heat has the same 
detrimental effect upon egge-making as has 
«xtreme cold. 

With the increased demand of pleasure 
resorts for summer eggs, and the naturally 
small yield, better prices as a rule can be 
obtained than can be secured during the 
late spring months. 

There are two factors that emphasize the 
summer egg shortage—one is broodiness, 
the other, the gradual approach of the molt- 
ing period. To overcome these is a ques- 
tion of breeding: to increase the yield be- 
comes a matter of feed. 

Hot weather is depressing, not only to 
tirds, but animals and human beings as 
well. To get up energy and productiveness 
under such a drawback calls for good en- 
rineering. 

In the first place, the hens must be kept 
comfortable. They must be in as cool a'| 
place as possible, protected from the hot | 
rays of the sun and sleep at night practh | 
cally in the open. All these facts have | 
gradually led up to the adoption of the 
scratching-shed plan of housing. 

Next we have the water supply. Scien- 
tists tell us that in 100 parts of the white 
of an egg 80 per cent. is water and in 100 
parts of the yolk 52 per cent. is water. 
This shows the importance of having a con- 
tinual supply of fresh water constantly 
within reach. These water dishes should 
be placed in the coolest spot possible. 

Next we have the feed supply. Too 
much importance cannot be attached to 
the quality. The feed must be more of a 
nitrogenous nature, like wheat and oats, 
for instance, with just sufficient carbona- 
ceous food (corn) to properly balance the 
ration, say, for example, two parts wheat, 
two parts oats and one part corn. In the 
morning a mush should be made of two 
parts wheat bran to one part each of mid- 
dlings, cornmeal and ground oats. These 
parts must be governed by weight, while 
the grain: ration should be made up by 
measurement. 

In the mash food there should be in ad- 
dition of 25 per cent. of meat scrap. If at 
all possible, twice a week there should be 
a separate feed of green cut-bone, allowing 
about an ounce for each fowl in the pen. 

Green food must not be forgotten. Each 
morning the fowls should be given grass 
or other green stuff. It will be noticed 
that they will eat of it more greedily when ; 
given the first thing in the morning than 
they will at any other time of the day, and 
it does them the most good at that time. 

Where it can be purchased reasonably it 
will be profitable to mix the mashes with 
milk—skim milk or even sour milk. 

While this method of feeding and care 
will do the trick ef increased summer lay- 
ing, there is additional work to be done in 
overcoming the loss sustained by hens be- 


HERE is a lull in the summer egg 


supplemented, of course, with the afore 
said method of feeding. Here is where 
summer batching comes mto great use. 
Each year hatches should be made in June, 


' July and August, and from these the pul- 


lets selected and grown. These pullets 
will pass over the molting season, and it 
is a rarity for a midsummer-hatched pullet 
to become broody. 

There is more or less wear ana tear on 
young hens that are forced for summer 
egg production, and the hot weather and 
the strain on them often cause consider- 
able reduction in fiesh. As soon as the 
season is over they should be yarded sepa- 
rately and fed to take on fat. These hens 
will then come in for good prices around 
the holidays, when sold as roasters. The 


amount realized for the carcass is all clear 
gain, as the hen has given a profit in the 
eggs she produced. 

Regularly each year there is a falling 
off in the egg crop, especially during the 
months of July and August. The prices, 
it ia true, are not so tempting as they are 
in midwinter, but then the cost of produc- 
tion is not generally so grea. There is 
a more liberal supply of greer stuf, which, 
being of a bulky naiure, sa\cs considerable 
grain. 

The effect of the hot weather of July and 
August can be considerabiy reduced by 
providing such protection as shade in the 
runs and open-front houses at night. 
Where trees are not grown in the runs, 


An English Fowl With Oriental Ancestors. 


(BY LOUIS PAUL GRAHAM.) 


As pointed out in a previous article on, 
Dark Cornish, the ancestors of the Cornish ' 


fowls were Aseels, Malays and English 
game fowls. The former were imported 
from India in their purity, and the fanciers 
of Cornwall set about crossing them with 
other domestic fowls to produce something 
distinctive, either in a utility way or for its 
beauty. The results of their crossing with 
the English game produced what are now 
known as dark Cornish, which were very 
popular in the county of Cornwall for a 
decade or so before their fame spread over 
other sections and caused them to be ob- 
tained and bred in the other parts of Eng- 
land. Shortly after this they spread to 
the United States, and, as is always the 
case, fanciers commenced to breed the fowl 
in other colors. Within two or three years 
of the first importation of Dark Cornish 
came the whites and blues, and within the 
last ten years we have the Buff Laced. 

At that time they were all known as In- 
dian Games, Cornish Indians and White In- 
dians. Of late, however, the breeders of 
these varieties are endeavoring to empha- 
size and increase their utility value and 
forget as far as possible their Game origin, 
and a concerted effort is being made to 
have the fowls known as Cornish fowls, in 
honor of the county in England which pro- 
duced them. 

Considerable White Aseel and White 
Malay blood entered in both compositions 
of the White Cornish, and in America, 
what is known as the White Georgia Game 
was used and also White Wyandottes. 
Both these crosses almost wiped out their 


Cornish characteristics. The former made 


them tall, iong-iegged, narrow and stilted | 


fowis, while the results of the White Wyan- 
dotte cross showed long, soft ‘feathering, 
poor shape and carriage and knot combs— 
not the handsome pea combs which this 
breed should carry. 

The White Cornish is just beginning to 
recover from the effects of this injudiciovus 
work. True fanciers of the breed have 
been striving for the past ten years to re 
cover the massive frames, widespread 
short, thick legs and heavy skulls of the 
true Cornish. Their work is showing now. 
For the past two or three seasons magnifi- 
cent specimens of the White Cornish have 
been exhibited in our best shows. ~— 

This is a good, husky, hardy Breed. It is 
a particularly good one on range, and, in 
fact, it develops better and stronger -if 
given plenty of range and obliged to “rough 
it.” 

The White hens have a reputation of be- 
ing fairly good layers of large tinted eggs, 


and the chicks, when hatched, grow rapidly’ 


after they get past the first week or ten 
days. 

When full grown these fowls weigh from 
eight to nine pounds for males, six to seven 
pounds for females and often exceed these 
weights. 

From broiler age up, the White Cornish 
makes a table delicacy. Their full, heavy 
breasts are characteristic even in the 
chicks. They have rich yellow skin and 
legs, and as the plumage is pure white, the 
presence of the white pin feathers is not 
noticeable.

Muscle Reading. 
H AVING given, in a previous article, the 


subject of mind-reading due considera- 

tion, I purpose dealing briefly with so- 
called muscle-reading (lacking a better 
term) inasmuch as many professionals have 
endeavored to palm off this phase of their 
work as true mind-reading. 

Muscle-reading is not, in reality, reading 
the muscle, but reading the mind 
{in a limited degree) by means of 
‘unconscious muscular action. The diction- 
ary definition is: “The art of making dis 
crimination between objects of choice; of 
discovering the whereabouts of hidden ob- 
jects, etc., by inference from the involuntary 
movements of one whose hand the reader 
holds, or with whom he is otherwise in mus- 
cular contact.” 


Mind-reading Through Physical Contact. 


T HIS form of public entertainment, with 
the commercial side as a strong incentive 
to the entertainer, had its professional initi- 
ative in Chicago in 1873 by a newspaper re- 
porter, J. Randall Brown. He had many 
followers, among the most noted being, 
Washington Irving Bishop, Stuart Cumber- 
land, Pau} Alexander Johnstone and Dr. J. 
Alexander Mclvor Tyndall. Of these Mr. 
Bishop became the best known through his 
extensive travels and wonderful success. 

in 1877. while Brown was giving exhibi- 
tions in Chickering Hall, New York City, a 
young man whose fame afterward eclipsed 
that of Brown and every other so-called 
mind-reader, made himself known to Brown 
and desired to be his assistant, declaring he 
had like powers. This was none other than 
the great Washington Irving Bishop, who 
saw the opportunity of gathering in the 
shekels from a gullible public. 

In conversation Mr. Bishop in Chicago, in 
1887. after he had made an international 
reputation, spoke very freely to me of the 
trickery or, more properly, perhaps, the 
delusion practiced upon the audience where- 
by all “mind-readers” performed __ their 
various stunts. He strongly indorsed the 
words of P. T. Barnum. “The American 
people like to be humbugged.” I especially 
remember his remark in regard to the use 
of the wire which he placed to his forehead 
ir reading the mind of the one at the other 
end of the wire. “The more mysterious you 
make the affair.” said he, “the less likely 
are the public to unravel it. Anything that 
creates surprise or approaches the wonder- 
ful always proves attractive and entertain- 


When Bishop was holding forth in Eng- 
land, he secured the services of Charlies Gar- 
ner as an assistant. As Bishop left Brown 
as soon as the trick was discovered, in like 
manner, Garner left Bishop. In the same 
manner as Bishop invaded British territory, 
manner as IBshop invaded British territory, 
Garner sallied forth to “do” the Americans. 
However, unlike Bishop, he did not care to 
have his work bear the stamp of his name; 
therefore he came to this country as “Stuart 
Cumberland, the Great Mind-reader of Lon- 
don, Eng.” 


How He Did it. 


be HIS initial performance at a private 
seance held in the parlors of the Russel! 
House, Detroit, Mich., | was an invited guest. 
A number of prominent citizens, including 
ministers, lawyers, actors and reporters 
were also present. 

Cumberland announced that his tests of 
mind-reading would consist of finding hidden 
objects, giving names, dates of birth, places 
of birth, ete. He did all that he acreed to. 
and he did it well- -under the grice of mind- 
reading. He failed in one instance only, 
‘of this I shall herein after speak and that 
failure was unquestionable proof that results 
depend more largely upon the subject than 
vpon the mind-reader, and wholly, in this 
case, upon physical contact. 

Before leaving the room to be blindfolded 
he touched the hand of each, for an instant 
only. Why? Because all mind-readers by 
physical contact are sensitive to the touch 
and temperament to an unusual degree, and 
he did this he said “to ascertain the best sub- 
ject for the most difficult test,”—that of lo 
cating three objects ‘In quick

both sight and touch. Therefore he would 
not choose one of a phlegmatic temperament 
in consequence of such a one having a slug- 
gish circulation and being slow of action in 
mind and body.

When Cumberland re-entered the room 
after having been blindfolded, he took the 
hand of the one who had hidden the object 
and, touching it to his forehead, found the 
object directly.

It is this once to 
which I wish to call special attention, as it 
proves the correctness of my theory—that 
results depend upon the concentration of the 
subject with whom the operator is in 
physical contact.

Mind is indivisible. It is impossible to 
think of two things at the same time, ob- 
jectively. The hand of the operator is 
guided, unmistakably guided by the hand of 
the subject as soon as the physical contact 
is established as he fully surrenders himself 
to the involuntary muscular leading of his 
subject. 

It is true that the operator is usually in 
advance; therefore, it may be said that the 
subject cannot lead. But the subject can 
push as well as pull; the better word to use, 
however, is “direct.” 

When the operator, in his rush (which is 
done for effect) passes the point or place in 
the subject's mind, he is very quickly made 
aware of it by an involuntary movement on 
the part of the subject. This arrests the 
attention of the operator and directs his ac- 
tion. 

The giving of names, dates, etc., as given 
by Mr. Cumberland was merely child's play.

Private P. E. A. Williams of the Palmetto 
Sharpshootefs, aged 23 years, was wounded 
an engagement near Petersburg, 
June 19, 1864, by a conoidal ball which 
made a wound in the frontal bone on the 
left side one and one-half inches long by one 
inch in width, from the effect of which he 
made a successful recovery. The inner 
table of the skull was broken into uumer- 
ous spiculae, some of them pressing upon 
the dura mater, and some of the smaller 
ones penetrating the brain. The loose 
spiculae of bone were removed and simple 
'water dressing applied. His condition re- 
'mained critical for weeks, accompanied by 
symptoms of coma. The spiculae were re- 
moved as soon as they became detached, 
and the wound was kept carefully cleaned. 
By August 14 his general condition had inm- 


proved; most of the spiculae had come 


away, leaving a large orifice, with clean 
edges. The dura mater was exposed and 
perforated by small orifices. Two months 
after the reception of the injury, when al! 
the circumstances attending the case indi- 
cated recovery, the cer’*ral substance be- 
gan to protrude through the opening, but 
was not followed by any serious symptoms. 
Compress was applied, and in two weeks 
the hernia cerebri had receded and healthy 
granulation had sprung up. He was dis 
charged from the hospital about the middle 
of September, though the wound remained 
open and continued to discharge more or 
less until December, 1865, when it finally

Asylums were of the first eugenics agen- 
cles. By segregating the insane, it fs 
claimed, they have always protected the 
stock, not perfectly, but fairly well, as the 
results show. 

The insane, in a rough way, fall into three 
groups: the paretic, the dementia precox 
and the maniac depressive, an extensive 
medical treatise states. As a eugenic 
measure, asylums are quite effective in re- 
lation to the first two groups, but not as to 
the third. 

Mott, in his paper, shows that of the chil- 
dren born to insane parents, 8 per cent. 
were born after the first attack of insanity. 
The maniac depressive group includes the 
emotional! insane—the people who get worse 
and better, those who come and go in asy- 
lums, sometimes being sane about half the 
time and insane the other half. 

It is from another standpoint that asylums 
as eugenic agents fall. The border line be- 
tween sanity and insanity is hazy. Insan- 
ity is not inherited. A certain mental in- 
stability is inherited and environment 
pushes those of that group into sanity or 
insanity. Mott quotes Morel as follows: 

“Nervous, irritable weakness, the neurotic 
temperament, neurasthente pre*'-»osition 
may be the first evidence of degeneration of 
stock. The signs of degeneracy which may 
be exhibited are self-centered, narrow- 
mindedness in religious beliefs, fanaticism, 
mysticism, spiritism, an unwholesome con- 
tempt for traditional custom, socia) usages, 
and mortality, a vain spirit of spurious art 
and culture, a false self-loving vanity in the 
pursuit of a sentimental altruism, or by 
eccentricities of all kinds. 

“Such signs of degeneracy are often com- 
bined with talent and even genius, but the 
brilliant intellectual qualities of a degener- 
ate are invariably associated with either a 
lack of moral sense or of sound judgment 
and the highest control.” 


Memory Erased by Sandbag.

Toward the close of the disheveled Madero regime, Felix Diaz 
automatically became the leader of the malcontents in the regular 
army, and last October himself temporarily master of Vera 
Cruz. His revolt was a fiasco and he was umprisoned. The reat is 
immediate history. An uprising followed in which the prison was 
stormed and the General was released. 

By the terms of his compact with Provisional-President Huerta, 
General Diaz has announced himself a candidate for the next Presi- 
dency of the Republic. Since making the announcement, he has 
taken no unnecessary chances, but has strongly entrenched himself 
at the Hacienda del Christo at Diekdatalen some twenty miles 
from Mexico City. From this garrisoned retreat, General Diaz 
issued the following exclusive declaration of his political principles 
for publication in the Sem1-MontTuiy MAGaztne: 


he counted. My principal strength must lie in the fact that I shall be bound 
by none of the compromises which often cause trouble to well-intentioned 
governments. 

It is mot my present expectation that the standing army of Mexico will 
have to be materially increased. According to the needs of the moment, there 
may come such especial measures as calling for volunteers, or incorporating 
standing bodies of rurales into the army for short periods of time; but I am 
by no means committed to the mooted plan of introducing general military 
conseription, This I feel to be a very large and momentous problem, from a 
social and financial point of view, as well as from many others. Therefore, 
it should not be rashly undertaken without the fullest and most earnest pre- 
liminary consideration. 


| AM a soldier and I know that large armies can not be improvised off 
hand, except, perhaps, at moments of high patriotie fervor. Power- 
ful standing armies cost money —a great deal of money. Mexico, at 
the present time, is in no financial condition for a vast expenditure for 
any such purpose. The late Madero government has left us without 
any funds in the treasury. We found only debts. Our country needs 
money badly; but she needs money for constructive purposes — for 
economic development and for internal improvements. With this as 
our frankly deelared financial policy, and in view of the admitted 
wealth of our permanent national resources, | believe that foreign cap- 


doubt very much whether foreign capital could be 
readily obtained for purely military purposes. 

Still, it must be clear to all that our country can 
not be properly developed without guarantees of com- 
plete pacification, and such pacification must neces- 
sarily require military methods and occasionally 
heavy expenditures. "But in the solution of this 
problem I know that we shall have the hearty co- 
operation of all our political parties and of the peo- 
ple at large. In regard to Sonora and the menace 
of its secession — which I do not believe for a mo- 
ment can be suecessfully accomplished, or is even de- 
sired by a majority of its citizens — I feel, like every 
right-thinking Mexican, that any loss of our tern- 
tory, in this or in any other direction, is simply in- 
admissible. 

Should I become President, it will be my aim to 
encourage in every possible way the influx of foreign 
capital and foreign immigration. Mexico is rich in 
minerals, in agricultural products and in timber, to 
name only three of our leading industries. We cheer- 
fully invite the foreign investor to aid us in devel- 
oping these resources. 

It is planned to create a new Ministry of Agri- 
eulture and Labor, in addition to the existing Minis- 
tries of Mines, Hacienda, Fomento, Communications 
and the Interior. To this Ministry of Agriculture 
and Labor will fall the task of making a special study

His naked limbs, his proud neck, the lofty carriage of 
his head, made her shiver with emotion. They all 
came to her, lit by the white radiance; they were not 
naked, they were beautiful. . . They invested 
their nakedness with something which exalted them. 
They became objects of luminous beauty to her, 
though she knew nothing of art. To see him bow 
and kiss his fingers to the audience was a revelation 
of manly grace and courtesy.” When at last the 
show was over and Rose went out into the open air 
“it seemed strange to see the same blue sky arching 
the earth; things seemed exactly the same, and yet 
Rose had grown older, She had developed immeas- 
urably in those few hours.” 

HE never saw this acrobat again, and after a

It is because the cireus preserves for us this occa- 
sional privilege that it deserves to survive. The 
jocularities of the clowns, the intricate evolutions of 
the trained animals, the golden glitter of the gor-

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HE MOST CONVINCING lecture or

are but the needless accompaniments 
of the essential privilege of the cir- 
cus —to present to us a succession 
of acrobats with their bodies in per- 
fect condition, to exhibit to us that 
purely physicat beauty which we are 
ever in danger of overlooking or 
even forgetting. These acrobats, 
slim and handsome, as Huck Finn 
found them, may display their daring 
and their grace, standing on a eir- 
cling steed or swinging from a flying 
trapeze, revolving on a horizontal 
bar or building themselves up into 
human pyramids on the bark of the 
arena; but the way in which they may 
choose to exhibit their: skill and to 
show themselves is unimportant. 
While the Greeks had far more op- 
portunities than are vOuchsafed to us 
moderns to behold the human body 
exhibiting its strength and its skill 
in graceful play, we have the advan 
tage that many of the most effective 
exercises are latterday inventions. It 
seems unlikely that the Athenians 
and the Spartans, even though they 
were horsemen, 
art of bareback riding: they may 
have bestraddied a saddleless steed, 
but they had not learned how to 
stand on his back and to turn sum 
mersets in time with the stride of 


the horse. It is, of course, possible 
that they were familiar with this, 
but no sculpture and no vase-paint- 


ing. no anecdote in the works of the 
prose-writers and no line of the lyr 
ists, survives to authorize us to be 
lieve it. And it is pretty certain 
also that they lacked the horizontal 
bar, which affords limitless possi- 
bilities to the adventurous acrobat of 
our own times. a 

The trapeze has a name of Greek 
origin and it was possibly known to 
the Greeks. but the Greeks did not 
foresee the full possibilities of the 
trapeze, since its most startling utili 
vation, the feat known as the Flying 
Trapeze, was invented by the French 
acrobat Léotard, only a little later 
than the middle of the nineteenth 
century. The Flying Trapeze is the 
ultimate achievement of acrobatic 
art, and it demands the utmost com 
bination of skilful strength and of 
easy grace. It was a feat that the 
Greeks would have appreciated and 
enjoyed: since it demanded and dis- 
closed the perfection of physical 
courage and of physical skill. 


RACEFUL mastery of the trapeze 

was the most marked characteris- 
tic of Léotard; and it may be doubted 
whether any of those who have fol- 
lowed the path he traced through the 
air and who have vanquished difficul- 
ties beyond those which he con 
quered, have been able to outdo him 
in the essential of grace. The over 
coming of difficulty is one of the ele 
ments of the pleasure which we take 
in any art; part of our enjoyment of 
a sonnet, fer example, must be 
ascribed to the apparent ease with 
which the poet is able to express his 
thought amply and completely within 
the rigid limitations of his fourteen 
lines with their prescribed arrange 
ment of five or six rhymes. But 
our delight is diminished if we are 
made conscious of the effort it has 
cost the artist to attain his aim. 
Many of the later performers on the 
Flying Trapeze let us see that the 
feats they are attempting are so diffi- 
cult that they can not be accom 
plished without obvious effort. 

It happens that the present writer 
is able to bring his personal teati 
mony to the fact that this was the 
principle which always governed 
Léotard himself. When the French 
gymnast paid his only visit to the 
United States, more than forty years 
ago, he used to practice in a gym- 
nasium which the writer also fre- 
quented. He spoke no English and 
the writer- had a little school-boy 
French, so that a certain intimacy 
sprang up. One day Léotard asked 
the writer to swing a trapeze for

him and he sprang off and caught it | 


with a single hand, and as the sec- 
ond trapeze returned he twisted and 
grasped the first trapeze again with 
one hand. This evoked an immedi- 
ate exclamation of astonishment and 
admiration at the startling conquest 
of difficulty, and it was followed by 
the 
dinary a feat had never been ex- 
hibited in public. 

“Don't you see the reason?” he 
asked. “Watch me, while I do it 
again.” 

He repeated the feat: and when it 


was over he smiled and asked, “Do | 


you see now?” 

The writer responded that he could 
not help observing a certain awk- 
wardness in Léotard’s movements, a 
certain violence of effort, and a cer- 
tain lack of grace. 

“That's just it,” Léotard replied. 
“The leaps from trapeze to trapeze 
with the aid of one hand only must 
be lopsided, since the body is inev 
itably more or less twisted. There 
is a sort of wrenching of the person 
which can not be avoided, even if 
it is ungraceful. That is why I have 
never exhibited this feat in public, 
difficult as it is. That is why I never 
shall exhibit it, for the quality I 
seek above all things is grace; which 
is possible only when I can use both 
hands, so that I can make what I do 
seem easy, no matter how difficult 
it may be.” 


it was in the same winter that 
L*otard was in New York about 
forty years ago that the Hanlon 


Brothers paid one of their welcome 
visits to America. They were then 
acrobats pure and simple, although 
later when they called themselves 
the Hanlon-Lees they had become 
pantomimists. 
fast to the same principles which 
governed Léotard in his perform- 
ances. They insisted upon certainty 
of execution: they never failed to 
perform the feat they set out to ac- 
complish, and to perform it success- 
fully, the first time they tried it. 

The present writer was told at the 
time that there were two or three 
surprising and alluring feats which 
the Hanlons had invented themselves 
and which they practiced laboriously 
and faithfully all that winter, but 
which they wisely refrained from 
ever putting on their program be- 
cause they were never able to assure 
themselves of a uniformly successful 
result. They could do any one of 
these feats four times out of five, but 
the fifth time there would be a mis- 
calculation of energy, 
tempt would have to be repeated. 


PH ERE again the modern acrobat, 

who is guided by a real feeling 
for his art, is in accord with the 
principles which the Greeks obeyed. 
In Attic tragedy, for example, there 
are no scenes of violence, no scufiles 
and no assassinations; and this is 
not because the Greeks shrank from 
scenes of blood, as some critics have 
vainly contended, but rather because 
the actors in their drama were raised 
on thick boots and were topped by 
towering masks, which made it al- 
most impossible for them to take 
part in scenes of violence, in hand- 
to-hand struggles, in murders before 
the eyes of the spectators, without 
danger of displacing the mask and 
thereby distracting the attention of 
the audience from the immediate pur. 
pose of the dramatic poet. What 
could not be done gracefully the 
Greeks refrained from attempting. 
The exhibition of difficulty for the 
sake of difficulty, still more the fai)- 
ure to accomplish a “stint” for the 
sake of calling attention to its difi- 
culty — these things the Greeks ab- 
horred. They would surely have dis- 
approved of the continuous toe-danc- 
ing which evokes abundant applause 
nowadays from spectators ignorant 
of the true principles of the art of 
the dance.

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A Teacher in Spain 

ISS SUSAN D. HUNTINGTON, 
M an American woman, has the 

distinction of being Director of 
the International Institute for Girls 
in Madrid, Spain. This school is the 
first and only non-sectarian school in 
Spain to be incorporated and main- 
tained for the sole purpose of the 
education of women. It is directed 
by prominent Americans, and the fac- 
ulty is made up of instructors trained 
in American colleges, aided by excel- 
lent native teachers of Spanish, 
French, and German. The 
school was founded by a 
missionary in Spain, the 
late Mrs. Alice Gordon 
Gulick. 

Miss Huntington began 
her service as Director in 
October, 1910. She is a 
graduate of Wellesley Col- 
lege, and holds the degree 
of M. A. from Columbia 
University, where her ma- 
jor study was pedagogy. 
To her theoretical knowl- 
edge of the art of teach- 
ing was added the practical 
experience of nine years 
in the Normal School of 
the University of Porto 
Rico, where she was first an 
instructor and later the 
principal of an institution 
known as the Practical School. In 
this field, Miss Huntington bore no 
small part in the establishment of an 
educational system which in ten 
years has diminished the amount of 
illiteracy in Porto Rico from more 
than eighty to less than fifty per cent. 

Through her experience in this 
Spanish-speaking dependency, Miss 
Huntington learned to adapt Amer- 
ican educational ideals to the Spanish 
temperament — a very important 
qualification in her present position. 
While still an under-graduate, Miss 
Huntington spent three years with 
Mrs. Gulick in San Sebastian and in 
Biarritz, where the Institute was at 
that time located. As an educational 
expert Miss Huntington has gathered 
to her support the leaders of the new 
educational move-
